A very remarkable feature of 


ocean vegetation is the Sargasso sea. 
Tbk name is commonly used to des- 
ignate & region of the Atlantic cov- 
ered by the peculiar floating sea 
weed, either in tangled masses of 
considerable extent or simply scat- 
tered twigs. In the days of Colum- 
bus this was noticed, as the follow- 
ing from Knight's life of the great 
dkooverer shows: "Next day a calm 
ensned. Then light breezes came 
and went. As the caravels advanced 
slowly they encountered gr<at mass- 
es of sea weed, for they had arrived 
at the Mar de Sargasso, where, over 
an extent of surface which Hurn- 
Iwldt declares to be more than seven 
times tbe area of Fradce, the ocean 
plain is thickly covered with float- 
ing vrdure, and sometimes resem- 
bles a v> ry undulating meadow. At 
first the greater abundance of sea 
weed was noticed with delight, as a 
sign that the land was not far away. 
Tnen fears began to be felt, lest, per- 
chance, the only land might lie found 
to be those hidden ledges and 
drowned islands of which fearful 
tales were told." It was at one time 
supposed that this enormous mass of 
gulf-weed in the Sargasso sea origi- 
nally grew on the Bahama and Flor- 
ida shores, and was torn thence by 
tbe powerful current oi the gull 
stream; but it seems certain that if 
such was its original source, the gulf 
weed now lives and propagates while 
freely floating on the ocean surface, 
having become adapted by various 
modifications to its present mode of 
existence. The principal bank las 
recently been placed between longi- 
tude 2» and 45 degrees west, and 
latitude 21 and 33 north, with 
smaller scattered masses extending 
several degrees beyond these limits 
on all sides. The smaller bank has 
not been so clearly defined, the 
denser portion forming a band ex- 
tending to the northeast of Porto 
Rico and tothe latitude of Bermuda, 
A Sargasso sea, which bears the 
same relations to the North Pacific 
currents that the one in the Atlan- 
tic does to the gulf stream, is found 
northward of the Sandwich islands, 
and is said to occupy a still larger 
space,

THE XATIOXAt CCRKESCt.

The papers issued from time to time 


iy Controller Knox rarely receive the 
inblic consideration to which they are 
intitled. 
Crowded with information 


and bristling with figures, they are apt 
to cause a nort of mental indigestion to 
those who read without the patience or 
the opportunity for thorough investiga- 
tion, while they repel altogether the 
greater umber of readers. The ad- 
dress delivered at the Niagara conven- 
tion on Thursday was one of the most 
valuable and interesting of these pa- 
fers,and it perhaps contains more novel 
ind striking iniormation regarding the 
banking and currency systems than any 
other document yet published. 


For the first time we are able to get 


an approximate'idea of the amount of 
kntinets done in this country. Un June 
30, it appears from returns made to 
Comptroller Knoz, the receipts of 1,- 
9CC national banks amounted to $234,- 
714,016. Of tbif amount 1167,437,759 
was at New York, and the average daily 
exchanges at this city have been about 
•166,000,000 for the past year, m that 
it may be inferred that the payments 
on the 30th of June were not far from 
the daily average since August 1, 1880. 
Bntif so, the receipts of the 1966 na- 
tional banks during a year must be 
about $85,000,000,000. Vast as the 
amount seems, there is evidence in the 
exchanges of the clearing houses that 
it is not an over statement. For the 
exchanges at twenty-three cities, for the 
twelve months ending July 31, amount 
to $59,874,439,913, and a large propor- 
tion of payments were made through 
banks not of the clearing bouse citiea, 
while a very large amount also appears 
in the clearing-house returns as balan- 
ces paid daily. Indeed, it ia evident 
that the aggregate of payment through 
banks is larger than the amount named, 
because a considerable part of the pay 
mente arc made through banks not of 
the national system. 


Counting the transaction* of these 


banks also, and the payments to sav- 
ings banks, we may probably say with 
safety that the aggregate H not far from 
1100,000,000,000 yearly. The research- 
es of Mr. Knox show in what propor- 
tion these payments are made to the 
national banks in checks and drafts. — 
In New York the proportion is 98.7 por 
cent., and is larger there than anywhere 
else. In Philadelphia it is 9(!.9 per 
cent.; in Boston !>U.5per cent.; in Chi- 
cago 91.9 per cent.; and. in the twelve 
reserve cities outside of New York it is 
94.4 per cent. 
At Washington alone 


the ratio falls below 80 per cent., and 
Washington ia not a commercial city 
The lowest average at any of the com- 
mercial cities is 82.3 per cent at St. 
Louis. Thus it appears that the pro- 
portion of actual money required in 
payments at the reserve cities other 
than New \ ork ia only 50 per cent. 
at New York it is only 1.3 per cent. 
and at the. other places, where 1,731 
national banks are located, it ia only 
18.3 per cent. The aggregate for all 
the banks reporting is only 4.9 per 
nent., and this means that out of $100, 
000.000.000 paid yearly through the 
banks, about $95,000,000 is paid with 
out the use of money. 


The importance of this statement, in 


any discussion concerning the amount 
ot currency for the ready and safe 
transaction of business, ia obvious. — 
Substantially, we use $20 in checks and 
drafts where we use $1 in money. Oth- 
er tables given by Mr. Knox show that 
about 4 per cent, of the aggregate pay- 
ments are made in paper currency ; 
about CO of 1 per cent, in gold coin,icd 
about .1C of 1 per cent, in silver coin. 
The payments not made throngh banks 
are smaller in amount than the careless 
observer would imagine, For instance, 
payments to retail dealers in cities and 
towns where there are banks of deposit 
usually appear in the payments of those 
dealers to the banks. Nevertheless, a 
considerable amount of payments in the 
aggregate is made without the interven 
tion of banks, and therefore escapes 
any record. Nearly the whole of this 
is made in paper or in small coin. 


Generally, we may safely say there ia 


needed in this country, for the transac 
tion of a year's business through the 
bank?, about $1 on the $100 in paper, 
and about $1 on the $100 in coin, while 
somewhere from $5 to $10 more per 
$100 is required for payments not made 
through banks. 
At least nine-tenths of 


our business is done without the use of 
money. Perhaps four-fifths of the re- 
mainder is done with paper money. — 
The problem as to the currency has 
evtr been to Bad that form which could 
be most safely and conveniently used, 
with the least of eoin. As matters now 
stand, little more tban$l in $50 seems 
to be in coin,ani yet the existing sys- 
tem seems to be in ivery respect the 
safest and the moat convenient ever de- 
vised. la truth, no other country can 
boast of a currency at once so safe and 
so economical.

Mr. MoQill, the guard, 
told a Critic reporter this morning that 
he supposed Quiteau thought the pres- 
ident was dead, and took this means ol 
proving his insanity most conclusively. 
The guard who was attacked ii a heavy 
built man, of kind, pleasant manners, 
and against whom, personally, Gniteau 
could have had no bitter feeling. The 
success of the plan to kill the guard 
would not have given Gnitean any 
chance to escape, and so that move 
could not have prompted the deed. 


The guards at the jail are reticent, 


and refuse positively to say anything 01 
the subject of Gruitean's attack on the 
jailor. 
As soon as the fasts were made 


known, a reporter made his way to the 
jail and saw Assistant Warden Run 
and the army officers who are on duty 
there. They all refused to talk, and 
said they bad been instructed not to 
communicate anything to the public 
about the assassin. 


The theory advanced by some is that 


the knife was given to Quiteau by a 
prisoner. 
A thorough investigation 


will be ordered by General Crocker at 
once, and all the facts brought out, 


The guard of eoldiera at the jail has 


been doubled, and now consists of twen< 
ty men and three commissioned officers. 
The most vigilant watch is kept over 
the prisoner. 


The deputy warden of the jail denies 


the story of Gnitean's assault upon a 
guard. The warden was absent last 
night.

gether credited. 
It is claimed the 


occurrence 
really 
took 
place, 
but 


the deputy warden, realizing that it was 
careless management to let Guiteau get 
hold of a knife in tie absence of the 
warden, Is trying to protect himself by 
denying that it happened. 


Warden Croaker, of the jail, says 


there is DO truth whatever in the story 
of Guiteau having a knife or having 
assaulted the guard. Crocker says all 
there is in the story is that Gniteau was 
climbing up the bars of the cell, evi- 
dently to overbear the talk about the 
president. That the guard ordered him 
down, and he refused] to obey. 
The 


guard entered the ccJ and Gnitean still 
refused to get down. The guard seized 
Guiteau, and there was a scuffle, in 
which the guard's gun wan accidentally 
discharged.

To-night's bulletin indicates some

The second teaapoonful of beef juice 
given him this afternoon nauseated 
him a little and that passed off and 
nourishment remained on his stomach. 
Ths doctors then concluded not to ad- 
minister any more for several hours, 
but they intend to try to give a tea- 
spoonful about every two hours through 
the night. If the stomach will retain 
this they say an immediate and satis- 
lactory improvement in the case may be 
counted upon. 


Secretary and Mrs. Blaine returned 


this afternoon. Secretary Blaine said 
the case was not as bad M he had ez- 
Mcted, and that he still hoped. Aboat 
7 o'clock Dr. Boynton, who is a con- 
stant attendant on the president, and 


who is very frtnk in giving the state of 
the ease, said: "The president it cer- 
UisJj better; I will not say much bet- 
ter, but there is some improvement." 


"Doctor," asked a reporter, "is there 


any sign of blood poisoning ?" 


"No, there is none. The wound is

rapidly, and has healed more in the last 
twenty-four hours than in the last two 
weeks. The president's stomach is yet 
weak, and be has no relish for food, but 
that will come in good time."

the president was doing well. 


lip. m.—Dr. Bliss informed the pa- 


tient of his purpose, and he seemed 
perfectly willing to take nourishment. 
After the first quantity was taken the 
patient showed signs of improvement, 
his pulse becoming more firm and regu- 
ular, while it was considerably less Ire- 
quent, being as low as 1IIC ai one time. 
He awoke after a nap without experi 
enoing annoyance Irom the irritability 
or weakJconJition of his stomach, but 
when he awoke the second time he said 
to the surgeons he tasted the liquid,and 
ibis time he barely escaped being nan 
seated, and the symptoms showed his 
stomach would not bear anything fur- 
ther to-day. One of* the nursca ex- 
plained the situation by saying, "1 
sponged the president quickly, and told 
him not to think of his stomach, and 
he would be all right."
